Child Poverty In Sudbury!

November 24th marked the 5th Anniversary of the resolution unani- 
mously passed in the Canadian House of Commons to eliminate poverty 
among Canadian children by the year 2(XX). 

Two professors from Laurentian's School of Social Work, Adjie Van 
De Sande and Marge Reitsma-Street, held a press conference to present the 
latest findings on child poverty in Sudbury. Yes, at this time of year. The 
child poverty rate for children under six is rising in this city. 

Twenty - seven percent of children under six are living in poverty. 
This is based on the 1 99 1 census. To argue about the definition of the poverty 
line is to argue away the real hurt these children feel. 

The trend is that most poor children are Uving in single parent 
families. In 1991 , 67 percent of poor children were in single parent families 
- 95 percent of these families were headed by women. 

Poor children are mostly from families that are small - that should 
debunk your myth that the larger the family the poorer. Welfare recipients 
report that their children's self-esteem suffers because of the stigma attached 
to receiving welfare. 

Van Dc Sande, a member of Campaign 2000, a national movement to 
build support and awareness for the 1989 all-party House of Commons 
resolution to end child poverty by the year 2000, reported finding that one in 
six Canaddian children are living in poverty and one in four are under the age 
of six. 

You sec, I can provide you statistics from the most reliable source 
(Statistics Canada) and we can argue about the poverty line but that won't 
change the face of hungry Canadian children who can't understand why they 
are poor.

Does It Apply To You ? 



The Landlord and Tenant Act applies to tenancies of residential premises 
including apartments, houses, townhouses, mobile home sites as well as LU's 
Married/Mature Student Residence. Dwellings occupied by roomers, boarders and 
lodgers are also covered by this law but there are several exceptions. 

The LLT Act does not apply to: 

* tenancies where the tenant must share a bathroom or 
kitchen with the owner, or the owner's spouse, child or 
parent, or the spouse's child or parent; 

* short term accommodation provided as emergency 
belter; 

co-operative housing that meets certain conditions; and 

accommodation provided by an educational institution 

where all major questions related to the accommodation are 

decided after consultation with a council or association 

representing the residents.

But 
somewhere along the way, between sixteen and 
twenty-two. I relinquished the fear of pregnancy for the 
m.ere selfish pleasure of satisfying my libido. If only I 
had been less casual and more responsible, I would have 
saved myself a whole lot of emotional grief. But I could 
go on forever creating "if only" scenarios, however that 
would get me nowhere.

Would it have been 
a boy OT a girl, would 
he/she have dark or fair 
hair? The questions are never 
ending, and are ultimately at the very 
ewe of my uncertainty. Will I ever be 
the same again? I look at children 
differently now, with a more sincere 
smile and attitude. They are beauti- 
ful living beings who deserve the 
best out of life. Essentially a child 
deserves what I was not yet capable 
of giving.

La Loi sur la location immobiliere englobe plusieurs types de locaux d'habitation, 
notamment les appartements, maisons, habitations en rangie, maisons mobiles et aussi la 
Residence des etudiants maries et des etudiants adultes de la Laurentienne. Certains 
locaux d'habitation occupes par des chambreurs ou des pensionnaires sont egalement 
assujettis mais il y a des exceptions. 

Locaux^ d'liabitation non-assujettis a la loi : 

* tout logement ou I'occupant-e partage la salle de bains ou la 
cuisine avec le/la proprietaire ou conjoint-e, enfant ou parent ou 
encore enfant ou parent du/de la conjoint-e; 

* locaux d'hibergement foumis par des etablissements 
d'enseignement (comme les residences de la Laurentienne) 
lorsque les questions importantes relatives a I'hebergement 

sont soumises a un conseil ou a une association de locataires; 

* locaux d'hebergement k court terme foumis en tant qu'abris 
d'urgepce; 

* les logements qu'occupent des membres d'une cooperative 
d'habitation a but non lucratif.
